Seals, . which 
will he on sale in all 
parts of the State, 
December 1-25, un­ 
der direction of the 
Missouri 
Tuberculosis 
Association. 
Last year Missourians bought $117,- 
756.45 worth of these seals for use on 
their christm as packages, an average 
of 3.45 seals for every man, woman 
ami child iii the State. This year, un­ 
der the direction of Dr. IV a I ter McNab 
Miller, executive secretary of the Asso­ 
ciation, it is hoped to at least double 
the sales. 


Object of the Sales. 
The direct object of the sale of Seals 
is to’assist in the light on tuberculosis. 
The yearly deaths from this disease 
in the State have been reduced from 
5,113 in 1911 to 3,616 in 1919, due 
largely to the work of education and 
prevention carried on by the Missouri 
Tuberculosis Association. 
With the 
momentum already acquired, and the 
experience of the past ten years as a 
guide, Dr. Miller thinks it will be pos­ 
sible to so reduce the mortality that 
the disease wall be practically wiped 
out in a few decades. 


Health and School Week. 


The observance of Health and School 
Week, as officially designated in a 
proclamation by Governor Gardner, is 
begun with appropriate sermons in all 
churches in the State. 
A state-wide 
Health * Poster 
Contest, 
with 
three 
grand prizes, ten slate prizes and 150 
district prizes, conducted by the Mis­ 
souri 
Tuberculosis 
Association 
and 
open to all school children of the State, 
with live classes, ranging from high 
school to first and second grades, is 
also announced. 
There will be a Health Play, to be 
given in tile schools, and health films 
ami songs, with special lessons aud 
exercises for the purpose of directing 
attention to the importance of sanita­ 
tion and hygiene in the home. 
One 
day will be designated as Clinic Day. 
and on that day eminent physicians 
ami dentists have offered their serv­ 
ices free to those who wish to take 
examination. 


Sale of Seals. 
Tile sale of Tuberculosis Christmas 
Seals will begin December I and close 
December 24. Tile seals this year are 
from a very attractive design. 
They 
are sold for a penny each aud come 
in sheets, so the purchaser can buy 
as many as desired in convenient form. 
In addition, an attractive Health Bond, 
in regular bond form, with coupons 
and everything, will be sold for $5. Of 
course, the “dividends” represented 
by the coupons are in terms of health 
and happiness, instead of money. 
In 
most counties iii the State tuberculosis 
Christmas Seal Fund Certificates will 
be sold at $2 each. 
This certificate 
is very 
attractive 
and appears in 
the garb of the Christmas-tide. 


State Is Organized. 
For months past organizers have 
been busy in all parts of the state, 
preparing for the sale of the Seals. 
Volunteer workers in every community 
have received their instructions and 
supplies and have been organized so 
they will work quickly and efficiently 
Tile idea is to give every Missourian 
an opportunity to buy all of the Seal- 
desired, ami thus to have a part in 
the great movement for a better aud 
more healthful state.
